Metropolitan Water 
Official Tells The News 
Of Requirements 





(Continued from Page One) 
study has been given to the pos- 
sibility of selling it, Mr. Thomas 
indicated. The general  poclicy 
has been adopted, however, that 
to obtain use of the water, 
municipalities would have to join 
the district. 

Mr. Thomas’ reply concerning 
the water situation follows: 

“As a preliminary to answer- 
ing your questions, I would like 
to make the general statement 
that since the early concepts of 
the Colorado river aqueduct, the 
potential area which it might 
serve has been tentatively rec- 
oguized as those portions of the 
coastal plain which lie in the val- 
leys of the Santa Ana, the San 
Gabriel, anl the Les Angeles riv- 
ers. This area taken as a whole, 
including the Owens river aquc- 
duct, has developed or available 
water resources representing a 
safe yield of about 9 acre inches 
per acre annually or a total con- 
tinuous flow of about 1350 cubic 
feet per second. By coincidence | 
the Colorado river aqueduct will 
bring in virtually an identical 
amount aftei allewing for loss?s 
in transit. 

The new supply will make an 
aggregate available of one and 
one-half acre feet of water per 
acre per year for the area out- 
lined above. This amount of wa- | 
ter would provide for the re- 
quirements of agriculture with 
economical use. It is a proven 
fact that the amount of water 
which will adequately serve the | 
necds of agriculture in Southern | 
California will also be adequate 
for urban development after the | 
transition of development has, 
taken place. | 

“The foregoirg general state- 
ment of the physical situation | 
indicates that the Colorado river 
water can be made available to | 
all of the metropolitan area. 
Specifically it has been the ex: | 
pectation of the Metropolitan | 
Water District that while the! 
construction of the aqueduct 
would be carried through by the 
district without any appreciable | 
enlargement, ultimately its ben- 
efits would be made available to | 
the whole general area by the 
consolidatiom of the intervening | 
territory and towns as a part of | 
the district. Insofar as such con-| 
solidation would develop a com-| 
munity of interest on water mat- | 
ters, it would create a great so-| 
cial benefit because heretofore | 
more energy has been expended | 
in water protective activities or | 
litigation than in the construc- | 
tive development of additional | 
water supplies. | 

‘Under the foregoing attitude 
there is certainly a possibility of | 
Upland obtaining water from the | 
Colorado river aqueduct. All of 
the thought which has been di- 
rected toward the subject, how- 
ever, has resulted in a very def- 
inite conviction that it would be 
disadvantageous both to the dis- 
trict and to the area served if 
water from the aqueduct were 
disposed of through contract rath- 
er than through mmbership in 
the district. The district is or- 
ganized to function as a mutual 
agency so as to provide its bene- 
fits on a thoroughly equitable 
pasis to all areas comprising it. 

“The act under which the dis- 
trict operates provides that the 
poard of directors shall determine 
the terms and conditions under 
which annexations may take 
place. 

“There has been considerable 
discussion of the possibilities of 
the formation of a local water 
district to include the foothill ag- 
ricultural areas and the towns ly- 
ing therein as a unit which might 
be served by Colorado river wa- 
ter. In view of the large num- 
ber of small companies now serv- 
ing water, a consolidation of 
them in this territory would 
effect sufficient economies practi- 
cally to meet the expense entail- 
ed by becoming a part of the 
Metropclitan Water District and 
the organization of such a local 
district would ‘be an economical 
agency for the distribution of 
aqueduct water in the area con- 
cerned. The Metropolitan Water 
District will not make retail sales 
of water from the aqueduct but 
will sell the water at wholesale 
to its member units for distribu- 
tion through the local areas. 

“While no definite schedule of 
prices at which the water will be 
sold has been prepared as yet, it 
is believed that the cost of Colo- 
rado river water will be but very 
little in excess of that which is 
currently charged water users in 
the foothill area. It is probable 
that the actual delivery price for 
water will be set at a_ figure 
which will encourage the early 
use of a considerable amount of 
aqueduct water with scme of the 
cost of project being met by a 
tax levy spread over the district
